During the month of April permits 
for the erection of buildings valued at 
$354,952 were issued at the office of 
the building inspector.

At the present time the company 
has twenty-flve machines, all power 
operated, in ‘addition to two button 
machines, a riveter and an electric cut- 
ting knife. All of the machines are in 
use and although’ in business only,

Strathcona News 


Well paved streets as a municipal 
improvement of prime importance are 
apparently becoming appreciated to the 
fullest extent by Strathcona's council. 
Since the administrative board of three 
summers ago blazed the way for bithu- 
lithic roadbeds in the city the work 
has been continued until the present 
pavement is upwards of three quarters 
of amile in length, That the council 
of 19114 are alive to the advantages of 


expressed determination to practically 
double this year the amount of bith- 
ulithic now laid in the city. Some 
doubt has been expressed as to the 
advisability of placing pavement over 
new earth fills, which will be required 
on certain streets, but the bulk of the 
filling-in has already been accomp!ish- 
ed this spring, so the intention vemains 
to push the paving work on al !casi 
nine blocks. 

Four blocks of the pavement put 
down this year will be on Whyte av- 
enue, making this fine thoroughfare 
well paved for nearly one mile west 
of Fifth street cast. Of this amount 
tnree boleks will be added to the west 
end. of the present pavement and an- 
other block will be attached lo the 
eostern end. This will provide don- 
ble cars tracks for the street railway 
from Fifth street east, where the radial 
line now enters on Whyte to Fifth 
sueet west from whence the cir fine 
Will run north to. the nigh level 
bridge. 

Another important extension of the 
system will be the two blocks to be 
laid in front of the new tire hall and 
connecting First north with Whyte 
on First street east. This will give the 
brigade a good stretch of pavement 
upon which to gel away at an alarm. 

The other projection planned is for 
three blocks on Main street south from 
First’avenue which will carry the pave- 
ment beyond the new C. N. R. depot 
Which will probably be erected on Sec- 
ond avenue this summer, ‘This Main 
street paving is considered highly im- 
portant by some of the city officials 
by reason of its ultimate connection 
with the exhibition park grounds six 
blocks south, and also by its passing 
the new market square, Mayor Daxies 
is among those of the opinion that the 
paving this year should be projected 
on Main to the exhibition park, and 
steps may be taken to have the neces- 
sary blocks’ added to the south ex- 
tension. :

Public Has a Right 
To Know Where 


The Money Comes From 


The charges being made against Frank Oliver in the east will be 
followed with intense interest in Edmonton where the greatest claim 
which Oliver has had on his constituents is that he is an honest 
man. 

While it is not compatible with a proper sense of justice that 
any man should be convicted without evidence or proof, there are 
some things that the public has a right to expect of a public man, 
and one of these is that he should not have money that he is not 
ready at any moment to account for to the fullest extent. If a 
public man suddenly comes into possession of wealth, he, having 
given his life to the public, should be ready to frankly tell the public 
the source of his wealth. 

The public man who is not ready to make his life an open book 
has no right to be in public life. While it is only right that the 
privacy of a private citizen’s financial affairs should remain as sec- 
ret as hejcares to make them, a public man, when he takes a public 
office, reinguishts the right to have’ financial secrets, or business 
secrets of any kind. This is the penalty which public men may for 
prominence and the public man who refuses to admit this right of the 
public is not imbued with the proper public sense which he should 
have before undertaking the responsibilities of public office. 

In this day of complex civilization and involved interests there 
are many ways in which a minister of the crown holding an impor- 
tant portfolio might gain possession of immense wealth by the turn 
of a hand or the scratch of a pen. 

A minister of the interior, for instance, having control of the 
natural resources of the whole Dominion, worth countless millions, 
by some such simple act as quashing the water suits against the 
Guggenheims in the Klondike or by transferring a land grant for 
MacKenzie & Mann from the rock ribbed region of the Lake of the 
Woods to the fertile plains of Saskatchewan, might render a service 
for which either corporation would be willing to pay handsomely if a 


minister counld be found venal enough to accept money for such} REAL ESTATE, FINANCIAL 


services. 

Consequently, when it developes that Frank Oliver has been 
placing large sums of money to his credit in the bank it becomes 
a matter of immediate public interest and the public here in Edmon- 
ton, with the fuil knowledge that he is not making any such dividends 
from his governemnt printing contracts, nor yet from -his . daily 
paper, have a legitimate right to ask what other lines of activity he 
is engaged in—at Ottawa or elsewhere. In other words, the public 


has a right to know where the money comes from.

Street Railway 
Has No Chance 
To Make Money fe 


The failure of the street railway to handle the traffic which 
presented itself when a crowd of not more than a thousand or so 
went out to the exhibition grounds on Saturday to see the aviator 
fly is sufficient evidence that if the street railway is losing money it 
is because it has no chance to make money under the management 
it Is getting. 

The citizens and the city council have been more than generous 
to the commisisoners in the matter of financing the street railway. 
Everything that has been asked for has been granted, every bylaw 
passed, and every recommendation arising from the commissioners’ 
office complied with. 

If the street railway, after this generous treatment, cannot arise 
to the very slight emergency of handling a crowd no larger than 
would attend an ordinary baseball game, then the fault must be not 
with the street railway as a business proposition nor with the pat- 
ronage, but with the management the street railway is getting from 
the city hall. 

It is no excuse for the management to say that there are cars 
on order or cars delivered, but not yet ready for service, which would 
have averted the failure to handle the crowd. And it is also no ex- 
cuse to say that the park line is not yet completed. 

The citizens having voted the bylaws as fast as they were 
presented to them, the responsibility for the delay in the arrival of 
the cars this spring and for the delay in the arrival of the steel last 
summer rests entirely with the commissioners. 

Commissioner Bouillon has had his own way in the handling of 
the street railway. He has his own men in the street railway de- 

partment. He has been a year in office. If, under these circum- 
stances, he has not been able to place the street railway in a position 
to handle a little Saturday afternoon crowd it only shows one thing— 
that Commissioner Bouillon has not the organizing ability that he 
should have to be worth the $10,000 a year that the city pays him 
to handle the civic utilities.

Question of Purchasing Machin- 
ery May Not Be Decided 
Tomorrow Night. 


Atithe regular meeting of the coun- 
cil tomorrow evening the city commis~ 
sioners will be expected to submit. & 
report stating what type of machinery 
which they propose to purchase for the 
power house together wilh informa- 
tion as to what the cost will be and to 
whom they intend to let the contract. 
Whether or not the report will be sub- 
mitted is as yet a matter of speculation. 
The commissioners take the stand that 
they are responsible to no one so far 
as the managing of the different utili- 
ties or the purchase of supplies is con- 
cerned and if-they adhere to this. view 
it is very probable that the bylaw pro- 
viding funds for the purchase of power 
house machinery, will again be laid on 
‘the table, 

Commissioner Bouillon and Butehart 
have announced that they are in favor 
of purchasing a 1200 kw. high pres- 
sure turbine from the Allis-Chalmers 
Company and have instructed the sup- 
erintendent of the power plant to pre- 
pare specifications for a> mixed pres- 
| sure turbine, which may be installed at 
{some later date. In view of the fact 
that Engineer Parsons, Ex-Superinten- 
den Deerwester, Ex-Superintendent 
McNaughton and Superintendent Hoff- 
man, of the city power plant, have all 
recommended that a unit of not less 
than 2,000 k.w, capacity be installed 
this year it is very probable that the 
commissioners report, if submitted 
will be Jaid on the table, 

Interviewed on the subject this 
morning three of the aldermen stated 
that in view of the recommendation of 
the above-mentioned engineers — it 
would scarcely be good policy for the 
cotmcil to purchase a smaller type of 
machine. “It may be only a difference

AVIATORS FAIL 10 
GIVE EXRIGITION 


Thousands Correspondingly Dis- 
appointed—Not the Fault of 
Birdmen. 


Several thousand citizens in Edmon- 
ton and Strathcona were doomed _ to 
cruel disappointment yesterday, when 
they spent Sabbath afternoon in a vain 
atlempt to locate the avitors who were 
supposed to have made the flight from 
Edmonton exhibition grounds to Grand 
View Heights on the south side of the 
river, 

While several thousand citizens held 
their gaze painfully skywards for most 
of the hot afternoon, as special street 
cars banged to and fro between the sis- 
ter cilies, packed to suffocation, car- 
rying eager crawds to the Heights, the 
two aviators Who were to have been 
the centre of all this public attention, 
were comportably seated in 2 Pullman 
car speeding southward. 

It was not the fault of the aviators, it 
was not the fault of the disappointed 
public, that the flight did not come off. 
The aviators had to catch the train 
south to make connections for an ex- 
hibition flight in the easter States. 
Furthermore, they discovered on Sun- 
day morning that their flight might be 
a breech of the Lord’s Day act, and 
they desisted. They packed their 
aeroplanes away in the express cars, 
and betook themselves to the Pullman 
of the south-bound trata. 

Hugh Robinson made three suecess- 
ful flights on Saturday afternoon, stay- 
ing in the air for fifteen minutes, and 
demonstrating the ease with which the 
machine can be handled.
